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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement for reasons of allowance: The 
specific limitations of "locus (T) of contact points between the spherical 
depressions (31a) of the swash plate (31) and the spherical projections (61a) of 
the pistons (42) is offset toward the expansion stroke side of the axial piston 
cylinder group (56)" in the combination as claimed in claim 1 are not anticipated 
or made obvious by the prior art of record in the examiner's opinion. 

2. For example, Arai et al (US Patent 5,826,488 A) teaches how the axis of 
the swash plate can be inclined at different angles by an angle changing 
apparatus. 

3. Kanamaru et al (US Patent 5,1 76,066 A) teaches that each piston in fact 
draws a locus of an ellipse during the rotation of the cylinder barrel. 

4. However, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the specific 
limitations of locus (T) of contact points between the spherical depressions (31a) 
of the swash plate (31) and the spherical projections (61a) of the pistons (42) is 
offset toward the expansion stroke side of the axial piston cylinder group (56)" in 
the combination as claimed in claim 1.
